The lawsuit by the ASSSC against the 


college stemming from the itter s 
rejection of the group as an approved 
campus organization, recessed Friday 


after testimony and legal briefs had been 

received by the court 
The decision. which will determine 

whether or not the rejection by both 
Acting President Otto Butz and his 
successor Bernard Hyink were arbitrary 
decisions violating the members’ 
J} constitutional rights, should be handed 
down by Judge William Gallagher early 
next week 

The five-hour court session Thursday 
was devoted exclusively to witnesses 
called by the ASSSC’s attorney, John 
Poswall. The college has called no 
witnesses 

Considering the controversy that arose 
when the society was refused recognition 
last spring, the trial has been most 
uneventful. Poswall has simply tried to 
show the actions of Butz and Hyink as 
arbitrary, while the defense has called no 
witnesses and asked only four questions 
of Poswall’s six witnesses 

Following testimony as to the purposes 
of the group and evidence that it fulfilled 
all the ordinary requirements for 
recognition, the bulk of Thursday's 
session lay with determining the reasons 
for the denial. These were basically three 
a fear that it would draw a large number 
of homosexuals to the campus, that it 
might induce some of the younger 
students towards homosexuality; and that 
the college little needed the ill publicity 
Dean of Students Donald Bailey was 
particularly concerned over the effect a 
large influx of homosexuals might have 
on the campus’s younger students. Bailey 
Jappeared quite nervous as Poswall 
pointed out that there was no 
documentation for the contention that 
SSC would be a haven for homosexuals 
nor that there would be any adverse 
effects even if it did. Poswall included 
statistics that the average age on campus 
is 22 for men and 23 forwomen, that 44% 
of the campus is married and another 5% 
separated or divorced, and that 4000 
students are receiving the GI Bill benefits 

Bailey also commented that to recognize 
the society would bring poor publicity to 
the campus. When, however Poswall 
asked if the Young Republicans would be 
denied if he threatened to make an angry 
phone call every hour, Bailey replied that

Betty deplores sex philosophy

Our society is one where women are 


denied a chance to participate, “where 
men and women know each other only in 
the sex act or in ways in which women 
are not fully there.”’ These charges were 
made by Betty Frieden, president of the 
National Organization of Women, when 
she appeared to an audience of more than 
S00 in the SSC Little Theatre last 
Thursday 

Ihe author of Feminine Mystique he 
first serious discussion of women’s rights 
published in 1963, stressed the changing 
role of men in a liberated society. Muscles 
can no longer identify a man just as child 
bearing can no longer identify 2 woman 
Men who grow their hair long do not have 
to kill children in Vietnam er Cambodia 
to prove their masculinity. Men today can 
be tender, sensitive and passionate. They 
do not have to be superior or dominate to 
prove their maleness. These men “will 
welcome and join hands in the women’s 
liberation” because when women are 
treed from the formed iniages they are 
forced to mold themselves into, men will 
also be freed from their “impotent rage’’.

husband for all life and feeling. ““A man’s 
world is a rat race,” Mrs. Friedan 
declared, “but at least he’s out there in it, 
at least he’s alive.” 

“This is not a bedroom war,” she said,

New draft regulations affect students

in a September 30 press release, 
the director of Selective Service, 
Dr. Curtis W. Tarr, previewed 
some new draft lottery 
regulations. In general, Dr. Tarr’s 
preview received a good press 
nationwide. For some mysterious 
reason, however, the actual text 
of the regulations was not made 
public until several days after Dr 
Tarr’s press release. Although the 
regulations had been signed into 
law by the President on 
SSeptember 26, this reporter 
managed to pry them loose from 
White House aide Peter Flanigan 
only on October 2 
A close examination of the new 


regulations reveals some 
disasterous pitfalls facing 
students. These pitfalls were

This fact has

lead some cynical Washingtor 
observors to speculate adversely 
on the reasons why the news 


media were forced to rely on a 
packaged press release, before tiie 
regulations, themselves, were 
revealed. 

I have constructed eight specific 
examples of how various students 
will now be affected by the draft 
lottery. Two of these examples 
involve the I-S (C) deferment, 
which has already been discussed 
in this column. 

Example (1): Suppose a student 
named John Lewis, who holds any 
lottery number from | to 366, 
requested and received a II-S 
deferment in September. He 
remains deferred throughout the 
rest of 1970. 

In the future, whenever John is 
reclassified I-A, I-A-O, or I-O, 
John manages to stay out of the 
lottery pool through deferments 
and exemptions, until he turns 26. 
Then, for all practical purposes, 
John can forget about the draft. 
He wiil sink so low in the “order 
of call” for induction that, barring 
full-scale mobilization, he will 
never be reached. 

The same end-result holds true if 
John falls into the lottery pool 
prior to his 26th birthday and 
Stalls off the issuance of an 
induction order (or civilian work 
order). For example, after college 
John Lewis holds a III-A hardship 
deferment until he turns 25. When 
he loses the IIl-A, he immediately 
has his new I-A classification 
reopened so that he can be 
considered for conscientious 
objection. The draft board's 
consideration is unfavorable, but 
John pursues a_ personal 
appearance and an appeal from 
the adverse decision 


During this administrative 
process, which lasts beyond 
John’s 26th birthday, no valid 

duction order can be issued to

difference between the lottery 
system and the “oldest-first” 
system which the lottery replaced. 

Under both systems, many 
students will striveto attain age 26 
without being ordered to report, 
the whole draft law 
accommodates such a course of 
conduct 
Example (2): Let us return to 
our student frend, John Lewis, 
and this time assume that he has a 
lottery number which is higher 
than the highest number reached 
by his draft board in 1970. (say 
John’s number is 210, and his 
board never surpasses 190.) John 
foregoes a II-S this fall and 
deliberately stays I-A instead 
Since he remains I-A in the lottery 
pool on December 31, and his 
number has not been reached, the 
draft board will notify him that 
he is entitled to reduced priority 
in the 1971] lottery pool. Barring a 
mobilization, he will 
never be drafted. This situation 
represents no change from the old 
law 

Example (3): Assume the facts 
here are identical to those in the 
preceding example, with one 
exeption: John Lewis is engaged 
in some legitimate delay (e.g., a 
postponed physical) when 
December 31 passes. Nevertheless, 
the result will be the same as in 
Example (2), representing no 
change from the old law 
Example (4): Suppose that John 
Lewis gambled on his lottery 
number (e.g., 190) and did not 
take a II-S deferment when he 
returned to college this fall. John 
loses the gamble; his number is 
reached, and he is mailed an 
induction order before January |, 
1971. 

As this draft column has 
explained previously, John will 
immediately have his induction 
order cancelled and receive a 1-S 
(C) deferment for the rest of the 
academic year. (Remember, the 
I-S (C) is available, once, to any 
fulltime college student who, 
while satisfactorily pursuing his 
studies, receives an induction 
order.) 

Thereafter, whenever John is 
reclassified I-A, I-A-O, or I-O, he 
will fall back intothe lottery pool 
and be available for induction (or 
civilian work) according to his 
lottery number. That number 
alone is determinative under the 
new regulations. Under the 
regulations one misleading 
provision gave some boards tne 
false impression that a registrant 
in John’s position should be 
automatically drafted as soon as 
his I-S (C) expired. Fortunately, 
this misleading provision has been 
eliminated from the new 
regulations. Therefore, whether or 
not John will be drafted after his 
I-S (C) expires depends entirely

John's last ILS expired in August 
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he did not request or receive a 
new one this fall. As of September 
15, John was completely 
vulnerable to the draft as a I-A 
member of the lottery pool 

At the same time, John’s board 
had already passes his number 
(150) and reached 175 by 
September 15. Thereafter, the 
board’s pool experiences an influx 
of I-A registrants who, like John, 
are completely vulnerable to the 
draft. Many of these registrants 
are recent college graduates, 
whose summertime draft appeals 
have just ended unsuccessfully 
Among these ex-students are some 


whose lottery numbers are not 
only below 175(the highpoint 
reached by the board on 


September 15) but also below 150 
(John’s number). Therefore, in 
filling draft calls for the rest of 
1970, John’s board will be forced 
to backtrack from 175 to the 
lowest available numbers -in this 
case numbers which are even 
lower than John’s 

By December 31, 
board has returned 
number 140, 
backtracking even lower 
Consequently, John does not 
receive an induction order in 
1970, even though he remains I-A 
and vulnerable on the last day of 


1970. the 
only to 
after first

Under the old lottery 
regulations, John’s 1971 status 


could not be clearly predicted. 
However, the new regulations are 
quite explicit. They create a 
special new group within the 1971 
lottery pool. This group is 
designed exclusively for 
registrants caught in a position 
like that of John Lewis. 

This new group is called the 
‘““Extended Priority Selection 
Group.” You will automatically 
join this group in 1971 if you 
meet three membership 
requirements in 1970: (1) You 
must have been in the lottery pool 
(i.e., classified I-A, I-A-O, or I-O) 
on December 31, 1970; and (2) 
Your lottery number must have 
been reached or passed by your 
draft board at some time during 
1970; and (3) You have not been 
issued an induction notice during 
1970. 

John Lewis satisfied all three 
requirements: He was I-A on 
December 31; his number (150) 
had been reached; and even 
passed, by September 15 (when 
the board hit 175), and John was 
never issued an induction order, 
because when 150 was first 
reached during the summer, John 
was still II-S, and by the time he 
became I-A in September, many 
new lower numbers had fallen 
into the pool

requirements These 
will 
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probubly have 
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until the Extended Priority 
Selection Group is exhausted. 
The exclusivity accorded the 
Extended Priority Selection 
Group wili not last throughout 
1971. Instead the new regulations 
subject registrants like John to 
just three months of extended 
priority. During the first quarte: 
of 1971, the draft board will call 
only men from the Extended 
Priority Selection Group, unless 
that Group is exhausted (in which 
case the board will resort to the 
overall lottery pocl.) The order ot 
call within Extended Priority 
Seiection Group will be 
determined solely by the lottery 
numbers of members of the 
Group 

For example, John’s board migh 
have to begin with number 141 ir 


January if that were the lowes 
available number in the Group 
From the lowest available 
numbers the board will climb 


toward its legal ceiling within the 
Extended Priority Group; that 
ceiling is 175, the highest number 
reached during 1970. If John’s 
number (150) is reached, he will 
be issued an induction order 
However, if John’s number (or 
that of any other member of the 
Extended Priority Group) is not 
reached, and he is not ordered to 
report for induction prior to April 
1, 1971, then he will immediately 
leave the Extended Priority Group 
and sink to a level of reduced 
priority within the overall lottery 
pool. At this reduced level, John 
wil! never be drafted, unless there 
1s a full-scale mobilization. 

Example (6): This example and 
the next two iliustrate special 
problems which arise when 
members of the Extended Priority 
Group become restless and hunt 
for a way out. First, let us imagine 
that John Lewis is engaged in 
some legitimate dealy while a 
member of the Extended Priority 
Group. This delay may have 
begun toward the end of 1970 or 
at the beginning of 1971. 
Regardless of when the delay 
began, it prevents the issuance to 
John of a valid induction order. 
We may assume that such an order 
would have been issued but for 
the delay, because John’s lottery 
number (150) is reached within 


the Extended Priority Group 
during, say, February 1971. 
However, John is teinporarily 


passed over due to his continuing 
delay. 

John will not thereby escape the 
draft. Instead, the new regulations 
extend further John’s already 
Extended Priority. Thus, 
whenever John’s delay ends, he 
will instantly fall back into the 
Extended Priority Group again 


Suppose April |, 197) has already, 


passed, and the surviving members 
of the Extended Priority Group 


have long since sunk safely to the 
bottom of the lottery pool. John 
will then find himself a 
resurrected me-man, Extended 
Priority Group nd he will b 
p mmiptly rder t r ! rT! 
A 
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deferment or exemption (other 

Cua Aemptions) whi 

he is 4 member of the Extended 
Priority Group. Thereafter, say in 
March, 1971, John's lottery 
number (150) is reached. Of 
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course, he is passed over, becau 
he is deferred or exempt and 
therefore, no longer a member o 
the lottery pool— let alone th 

Extended Priority Group withi 
the pool. 

John has not escaped the draft 
As in the preceding example, thay 
new regulations extend furthe 
John’s already Extended Priority 
He will instantly resume hig 
former condition of Extended 
Priority as soon as he i 
reclassified I-A, I-A-O, or I-O. This 
reclassification 


may not occu 
until tong after April 1, 19714 
Nevertheless, John will be 


subjected to an stant replay of 
his old Extended Priority days. He 
will promptly be issued an 
induction order (or civilian work 
order) before anyone eise in the 
general lottery pool 


Faced with the constant 
prospect of Extended Priority 
John has only one legitimate 
alternative. He can try to stay out 
of the lottery pool altogether by 


remaining deferred or exempt 
until he turns 2¢. Thereafter, he 
will be immune from the draft for 
all practical purposes 

(It should be noted that the 
results described in this Example 
would also apply to John if he§ 
had been engaged in some delay 
while in the Extended Priority 
Group. and that delay had 
culminated in some deferment or 
exemption.) 

Example (8): For our final 
example, let us assume that while 
John Lewis is 2 member of the y 
Extended Priority Group, his 
lottery number (150) is actually 
reached. The draft board orders 
John to report for induction prior 
to April 1, 1971. John now enters 
the worst of all possible worlds. 
Under the new regulations, he is, 
in effect, forced to choose 
between induction now or, 
perhaps, a decade from now! 

If John does not want to be 
drafted now, he will immediateiy 
request a I-S (C) deferment~—a 
procedure previously outlined in 
this column. (Again, remember 
that the I-S (C) is available once 
to any fulltime college student 
who, while satisfactorily pursuing 
his studies, receives an induction 
order.) John’s induction order wil! 
be cancelled, and he will be 
deferred for the remainder of his 
academic year 

While this solution seems 
perfectly acceptable, its 
long-range consequences, hidden 
within the new regulations, are 
devastating. By taking a I-S (C) 
while a member of the Extended 


Priority Group, John becomes 
trapped in a state of draft limb« 
that will haunt him until hi 
35th not 26th birthday. Uy 
until age 35, whenever John 
reclassified I-A, I1-A-O or 1-O, h 
instantly reenters the state 
Extended Priority. Then he wil 
be issued an induction order (o 
civilian work rder) beto 
myor Ilse in the general lott

difference in timing is critical, 
because the student in Example

Restriction on Right 
of Representation In various 
ways, the right of a grievant to 
adequate representation and 
counsel is restricted. Section 4.2 
of the grievance procedures states 
that in informal discussions, “the 
only persons present shall be the 
grievant and the college officer or 
officers who have responsibility 
for the college action of which the 
grievant complains.” Yet we all 
know that the right to a fair trial 
frequently hinges on adequate 
counsel during the early stages of 
a dispute. 

Section 10.11 presents the 
grievant with even more serious 
restrictions on his right to 
adequate counsel. It states that 
only the grievant (on the 
employee’s side) shall be 
permitted to be present at all 
proceedings of the hearing, to 
examine evidence, to present 
evidence, to question witnesses 
and to present an aral or written 
concluding argument. 

Section 10.13 spells out this 
restriction more clearly: “except 
as provided in this section, no 
person shall be represented by 
another person.’’ Such 
representation is permitted only if 
the grievant presents a written 
request for representation in 
which he claims that he is 
incompetent on emotional, 
mental or physical grounds to 
represent himself at the hearing 
and gives the reasons why he so 
claims. Even if the grievant so 
humiliates himself, he is assured 
of representation only if the 
grievance committee agrees 
unanimously on the grievant’s 
need for representation. Finally, 
in no case is the representative to 
be an attorney. 

All these changes involve a 
radical departure from current 
procedure and none are 
compatible with a fair trial. The 
right to adequate representation is 
basic to our system of justice and 
any procedures affecting the 
careers of faculty members should 
recognize that fundamental right 
Denial of Transcript to Grievant 
Section 10.7 of the grievance 
procedure states that no recording 
of the hearing, other than the 
chairman’s tape recording, shall be 
permitted. This restriction makes 
it impossible for a grievant to 
refresh his memory of earlier 
testimony in order to further 
prosecute his case Only if the 
grievant wins his case before the 
grievance committee and the 
president refuses to accept the 
grievance committee's 
recommendation, can the grievant 
obtain a written transcript of the 
tape recording. Even in this case, 
the procedures provide that the 
grievant must bear the cost of 
transcribing the tape and, as a 
final indignity, must furnish the 
college with a free copy of the 
transcript when it is completed 
Secret Hearings 

Both the grievance and 
disciplinary action procedures 
Stipulate that ‘‘evidence, 
proceedings, findings and 
recommendations (but not the 
final decision of the President are 
confidential and shall not be made 
public by the College or by any 
participant in a hearing,”’ 
invluding the grievant, the person 
wharged. or faculty organization 
observers, except as any of the 


a 


awe 


foregoing may be filed in court or 
introduced in evidence in an 
administrative court proceeding 
brought to review an action taken 
pursuant to the procedures. This 
secrecy provision violates the 
principle of an open hearing, a 
principle well established in our 
whole judicial system. It would 
even prevent the affected faculty 
member from taking his case to 
the UPC academic freedom 
committee or otherwise seeking to 
enlist the assistance of the faculty 
in his defense. It helps ensure the 
kangaroo court nature of these 
procedures. Finding of Emergency 
The trustees determined that an 
emergency existed and that 
immediate enactment of the 
Changes in the grievance and 
disciplinary action procedures was 
necessary “for the immediate 
preservation of the public health, 
safety or general welfare.” No 
argument was presented which 
upheld the need for a finding of 
emergency. There was no showing 
of need, no showing that the 
State’s public health, safety or 
general welfare would be 
endangered if these changes were 
considered in the manner usually 
employed to make changes in 
Title 5, including a notice of 
intent to change Title 5, the 
reasonable passage of time, and an 
opportunity for the public to 
present evidence at open hearings. 
The only reason that we can 
imagine for the Chancellor’s haste 
is the fact that most grievances 
that have been processed under 
the present rules have been 
decided in favor of the grievants. 
This fact hardly warrants the 
conclusion that the procedures are 
faulty; it might simply indicate 
that altogether toc many 
administrators are so bent on 
eliminating those faculty members 
whom they consider “trouble 
makers’’ that they employ 
questionable means to deny them 


deserved tenure, promotion or 
retention. The Kurzweil 
Amendment 


The new procedures (both 
grievance and disciplinary action) 
were made retroactive by trustee 
approval of twin resolutions 
which state that the old 
procedures shall continue to be 
applicable to matters commenced 
but not finally concluded by the 
date the Chancellor issues his 
executive order, “provided that 
decisions of the Chancellor's 
Review Panel in such matters be 
advisory to the Chancellor whose 
decision shall be final.”’ In other 
words, all cases which are now in 
process will be finally decided by 
the Chancellor. This trustee action 
would seem to be in violation of 
the constitutional prohibition 
against ex post facto laws or bills 
of attainder. Certainly when a 
person begins a legal or

administrative procedure he has 
every reason to believe the rules 
of that procedure will not be 
changed during the course of his 
hearing. 

The only explanation for the 
trustees willingness to risk a court 
fight on this question is the 
Chancellor's obsession to fire San 
Jose State College Professor Jack 
Kurzweil. Kurzweil was denied 
tenure because of his political 
beliefs. This fact was clearly 
established in the grievance 
hearing which followed the denial 
of tenure. But before San Jose 
State College President Hobert 
Burns had a chance to agree with 
the grievance committee’s 
unanimous recommendction that 
Kurzweil be granted tenure, 
Dumke revoked Burns’ authority 
and, wearing his San Jose State 
College president’s hat, overruled 
the grievance committee’s 
recommendation. The case is now 
before the Chancellor’s Review 
Panel and the expectation was 
that Kurzweil would be granted 
tenure by the three-man 
committee reviewing his case. But 
since Kurzweil could not, under 
any circumstances, be allowed to 
remain in the State College 
system, Dumke and a majority of 
the trustees proclaimed a finding 
of emergency and stipulated that 
all future decisions of the 
Chancellor's Review Panel be 
advisory to the Chancellor whose 
decision is final. So now we have a 
Situation where Dumke, the 
Chancellor, will make a final 
ruling on Dumke’s action in 
overruling the recommendation of 
the San Jose State College’s 
grievance committee. 

Even though the amendment is 
aimed at Kurzweil, all others 
whose cases are now in process 
will lose the right of appeal to an 
impartial board of arbiters. Their 
fates lie with Chancellor Dumke, a 
dismal prospect indeed. All Power 
to the Chancellor! 

The enabling resolutions 
approved by the trustees at the 
Sept. 23 meeting state that “‘the 
Chancellor shall prescribe, and 
may from time to time revise” 
grievance procedures and 
disciplinary action procedures for 
academic personnel of the 
California State Colleges. This 
unprecedented grant of power to 
the Chancellor by the trustees 
means that any time the 
Chancellor uncovers some aspect 
of the procedures that interferes 
with his campaign to rid the State 
College campuses of those he 
considers objectionable, he need 
simply revise the procedures in 
any way necessary to achieve his 
ends.

Today at 11:30 a.m. SSC 
students will be able to hear a 
chamber music ensemble of 
international stature playing four 
fine Stradivarius instruments. For 
its first convocation of the 
semester the Cultural Programs 
Committee is presenting the lowa 
String Quartet playing the 
Paganini Stradivarius instruments 
as a part of the Beethoven 
Bicentennial Celebration. Classes 
running concurrently with the 
convocation will be cancelled for 
the day. 

These four instruments--2 
violins, a viola, and a 
violincello—were made by 
Antonio Stradivari, celebrated 
Italian maker of violins and 
related instruments. It is 
universally understood that the 
excellence of his instruments has 
never been surpassed. 

This particular group of 
instruments was once owned by 
the Italian virtuoso, Paganini. 
They were awarded to the Iowa 
String Quartet by the Corcoran 
Gallery of Washington, D.C. in 
April of ‘67 shortly after the 
a third European tour. 
Since then they have been playing 
them at all of their concerts, both 
here and abroad 

The group was formed in 1958 
at the University of lowa with the 
conviction that the highest 
standard of quartet playing is 
achieved only when each member 
ig an artist in his own right. Each 
of the quartet’s members is an 
accomplished soloist 

One of the groups two violinists, 
Allen Ohmes, served as 
concertmaster and soloist with the 
United States Air Force Orchestra 
in Iceland, Norway, Denmark, and 
here in the states.

Ohmes received his Bachelor of 
Music Degree from the Baldwin 
Wallace Conservatory in Berea, 
Ohio, and his Masters from the 
Eastman School of Music. While 
at Eastman, he was assistant 
instructor in violin and was 4 
member of the Eastman Faculty 
String Quartet. 

John Ferrell, the quartet’s other 
violinist, is also a graduate of the 
Eastman School of Music. Before 
joining the faculty of the 
University of lowa in 1964, 
Ferrell taught violin at the 
University of Redlands, 
California. 

Ferrell has been with the group 
since its conception in 1958. It 
was in that very year that he made 
his New York debut at Carnegie 
Hall. Since then he has appeared 
as soloist with orchestias and has 
been presented in solo recital in 
many major cities. 

The viola of this set of 
instruments is the one for which 
Paganini asked Hector Berlioz, an 
eccentric but very gifted French 
composer of the mid 1800’s to 
compose Harold in Italy. In the 
quartet, this viola is played by 
William Preucil. 

Preucil, too, is a graduate of the 
Eastman School of Music. While 
there, he was a member of the 
Rochester Philharmonic. After 
graduating, he joinea the United 
States Marines and spent three 
years as principal violist and 
soloist with the Marine Corp 
Band. At 24, he was appointed 
principal violinist with the Detroit 
Symphony Orchestra. He was the 
youngest person ever to hold such 
a position. Preucil joined the 
Faculty of the University of lowa 
in 1958 when the quartet was 
formed and has been touring with 
the group ever since. 

Charles Wendt is the quartet’s 
violincellist. He began studying 
violin and piano as a child with his 
parents as teachers. At 15, he left 
home for New York to study. 
After a year at Mannes College of 
Music ke entered Julliard and 
graduated in 1960 with a Bachelor 
of Science in Music degree. He did 


graduate study at Indiana 
University School of Music and 
received his Masters in 1962. In 
addition to his duties with the 
quartet, Wendt is assistant

“It is one of the peculiarities of 
the warfare between reform and 
the status quo that it is 
thoughtlessly governed by a 
double standard. Whenever a 
reform measure is proposed it is 
often defeated when its 
opponents triumphantly discover 
a flaw in it. As Kingsley Davis has 
pointed out, worshippers of the 
Status quo sometimes imply that 
no reform is possible without 
unanimous agreement, an 
implication contrary to historical 
fact. As nearly as I can make out, 
automatic rejection of proposed 
reforms is based on of two 
uncouscious assumptions: (1) that 
the status quo is perfect, or (2) 
that the choice we face is between 
reform and no action; if the 
proposed reform is imperfect, we 
presumably should take no action 
at all, while we wait for a perfect 
proposal 

“But we can never do nothing 
That which we have done for 
thousands of years is also action 
It also produces evils. Once we are 
aware that the status quo is 
action, we can then compare its 
discoverable advantages and 
disadvar:tageswith the predicted 
advantages and disadvantages of 
the proposed reform, discounting 
as best we can for our lack of 
experience. On the basis of such a 
comparison, we can make a 
rational decision which will not 


involve the unworkable 
assumption that only perfect 
systems are tolerable.”’

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@ Library doors open 
until eleventh hour

Even though all the financial 
details haven't been worked 
out,and certain other problems 
have yet to be overcome, the 
library has skipped over the 
bureaucratic red tape and opened 
its doors an extra hour in the 
evening Monday through 
Thursday. 


The official word came 
yesterday from college librarian 
Gordon Martin that the library 
will be open additionally from 10 
p.m. to 11 p.m. four nights a 
week. 


“| hope the students use it!” said 
Martin as he announced the 
official change. He will be keeping 
tabs on the number of people who 
take advantage of the additional 
service and reporting to the 
Academic Senate. 


If it is not used, the service wili 

undoubtedly be discontinued 
Last week Martin stated that if 
100 or more students use the 
library in the final hour, it is 
worthwhile to keep it open. 


The library will remain open 
tentatively for the remainder of 
this semester for the extra hour 
andif it is patronized properly and 
the funding comes through, it will 
be continued for the entire year. 


‘The, meney. will be 
forthcoming,”’ according to 
Martin, Student Senate Chairman 
George Ray? stated that the funds 
will be coming from the various 
schools at SSC. 


Raya said that the deans of the 
different schools agreed to pay for 


budgets. 


Most of the money will probably 
come from funds leftover from 
the summer session according to 
the senate chairman. 


It has been a long, hard task 
getting the service into practice 
He said that he had been working 
on the project for about two 
weeks. 


When the idea was first brought 
up, funds were sought from the 
Student Senate. According to 
Raya, the Senate did not want to 
set a precedent of assuming the 
bill for a service which was 
previously paid for by the state. 


It was felt that if such a 
precedent were set, the state 
legislature would look at it as an 
example and assume that the 
funds should always be provided 
by a student organization. 


The idea was passed back and 
forth through a number of 
committees and councils until the 
Academic Senate finally decided 
that it was a good project and 
funds should be found to 
implement it 


The first money was donated by 
the Committee to Support Higher 
Education and the sum was $500 
Unfortunately, another $2700 
was needed to continue the 
service for the remainder of the 
year. 

The $2700 barrier has been 
hurdled according to the college 
librarian. He doesn’t know exactly 
where the source will be, but the 
library is open, and that’s what 
counts

Although 
it is now known as the “peace 
symbol”, it more accurately is a 
nuclear disarmament symbol. In 
fact, it spells the initials N and D 
in semaphore.

Frosh fall prey to

It was the second consecutive 
loss for the Wasps, as the yearling 
Hornets are still in search of their 
first win. With only 26 players on

Although there was a resounding 
score, the garne was much closer 
than the score indicated. SSC 
jumped to a quick 7-0 lead the 
first time hey had their hands on 
the ball as quarterback Mike 
Povone hit splitend Tom Ellis, a 
Sacramento High grad, for a 25 
yard scoring strike 


Later in the first stanza, Provone 
found Reggie Washington all alone 
in the end zone and SSC led 14-0 
Building momentum the Wasps 
continually rushed for substantial 
yardage against the Merced front 
line 


Then, almost as suddenly as Sac 
State gained the advantage, they 
lost it. The bulwark of the SSC 
offensive line, tackle Roy Salvetti, 
sustained a twisted knee and was 
forced to leave the contest.
